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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Arsenault does not 
disclose displaying other programs directly in response to highlighting the one program, as Arsenault requires a user to highlight a 
program and select a menu option. 

In response, Arsenault specifically discloses wherein a listing of similar programs is displayed to a user as a direct result of a user 
highlighting a program and selecting an option (column 20, lines 13-17). As programming similar to the highlighted program is 
presented to the user, the list is clearly presented "directly" in respone to highlighting of the program. The current claim language does 
not requrie that the displaying step be solely based upon the highlighting of a program, only as a direct result of the highlighting. As 
highlighting a program is a basic requirement of Arsenault's system to identify the program the user wants recommendations on, he 
meets the current broad claim limitation of "directly in response to highlighting". 
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
